October 6, 2003- The Menominee
Tribe has a familiar face back at the
Tribal Courts. Robert “Blueberry”
Kittecon was appointed to serve a
four year term as Chief Justice of the
Menominee Supreme Court. Upon
being sworn in, Chief Justice
Kittecon commented, “The only
thing I can promise is I’ll do the best
job I can.”  His service began on
October 6, 2003.

The position was posted by the
Menominee Tribal Human Resources
Department on August 5, 2003 and
remained open until September 4,

2003.
The qualifications of the position

include being an enrolled Menominee
Tribal Member at least 35 years of
age, as of October 4, 2003, with a
High School diploma or General
Education Diploma. The Chief
Justice also must reside on the
Menominee Reservation during
his/her term of office. The person
holding this office can not have been
convicted of a major crime as defined
in Bylaw V of the Constitution and
By-laws of the Menominee Indian
Tribe, unless the Tribal Judiciary, in
accordance with such rules as it has
established, certifies that the person is
rehabilitated, as per job posting.

Applicants for office also must
demonstrate fitness and competency
for the office by taking appropriate
examinations.  The exam consisted of
multiple choice and essay questions
covering the Menominee
Constitution and jurisdictional issues. 

Interviews were held on
September 30, 2003.  There were a
total of five applicants.  The applicant
list could not be provided by the
Human Resource Department.

Robert Kittecon was selected by
the Menominee Tribal Legislature.

12 vie for three
open seats on the
Menominee

The Menominee Tribal Historic
Preservation Office on behalf of the
Menominee Indian Tribe of
Wisconsin is making preparations to
repatriate three of our ancestor’s
remains from two museums. Two of
our ancestors will be repatriated from
the National Museum of Natural
History, Smithsonian Institution,
Washington, D.C. and the one ances-
tor will be repatriated from the
National Museum of the American
Indian (NMAI) located in Suitland,
Maryland just outside of Washington,
D.C. Both museums are affiliated
with the Smithsonian Institution.

According to museum records at

the Smithsonian, “The skeletal
remains of one individuals collected
from the banks of the South Branch
of the Little Wolf River, in the town-
ship of Royalton, Waupaca County,
Wisconsin, in 1860. The remains
were sent to the Smithsonian
Institution by Dr. Levi W. Bliss of
Waupaca, Wisconsin in 1868. After
consultation with the Menominee
Tribe of Wisconsin (Tribal Historic
Preservation Office) and a review of
the available evidence, the remains
have been found to be those of a
Menominee leader named
Waukanuka and are culturally affili-
ated to the Menominee Tribe of
Wisconsin”.
